WILL BERRIES PAY? 


The answer is YES, when planted on good land and taken care of, even so during 
the past three years, which have been the hardest berry years, on account of 
weather conditions, that we have experienced during the past 20 or more years. 
Usually berries get by frost and freeze when other fruit fails. Up until the freeze 
of 19.18 record crops of berries were produced most every year. According to the 
law of general averages no other fruit is more certain to produce than berries. No 
fungus disease or insects .to contend with. 


SMALL ACREAGE 


Small patches are O.K. if your family ran handle, but it is usually more difficult 
to secure outside pickers for small patches and the cost of delivering small amounts 
is sometimes excessive. Increase your acreage to where it will pay you to fool with 
them. If pickers could secure work all day each day in the week they could be im­ 
ported the same as cotton pickers. 


HIGHER PRICES 


By doubling present acreage the chances are that prices would be higher rather 
than lower. With more berries we have abetter chance to build up other outside in- 
test for our berries in holding them in the fresh stage by freezing.
